N the 30th of laft Month, the Eftates 
fummon’d by the Elector of Cologne, 
met at Dinant, to whom the Count de 
Potieres, reprefenting the Elector, read 
the following Speech. 


JOSEPH CLEMENS. 


Gentlemen, We 
° WE have not been wanting, as is well known 
. to all of you, to fhew the Affection we bear 
“to our Subjects on all Occafions hitherto; We 
“ come now to give a frefh Evidence of it,when fome 
“ Forreign Potentates have wrongfully feiz'd on our 
“ City ef Liege and other Places under our Jurif- 
“ diction. This violen®as well as unexpected Pro- 
“ ceeding, made us defer our coming hither which 
“ we had before determin’d, and which we have 
“ now accomplifh’d, in order to relieve our Faithful 
“ Subjects, and to take proper Meafures for ex- 
“ pelling the Ufurpers ; who opprefs our good Sub- 
“ jects, and taking upon them our Princely Autho- 
“rity, together with the Adminiftration of our 
“ State, have, in an unlawful manner, conven’d an 
“ Affembly of the Eftates of our Principaliry,againft 
“ our Will, againft the Laws of the Land, and 
“ againft the Publick Peace. Wherefore we have 
“ call’d you together, that with your ufual Zeal for 
“our Service and the Welfare of your Country, 
“ you may confult of proper Means for your Prefer- 
“ vation ; without having any regard to thofe Fer- 
“ reign Powers, who have no other Plea for their 
“ Ulurpation than the Force of Arms; which feeing 
“ they cannot maintain withour raifing Money on 
“ our Subjects) the Subfidy given by the Eftates laft 
“ Year being expir’d;) we charge and admonifh you, 
“ that, deeming all that has hitherto or fhall here- 
“after be tranfaéted in the pretended unlawful 
“ Affembly conven’d by our Enemies at Liege to 
“ be null and of no effect, you take good and firm 
“ Refolutions for the Welfare and Support of the 
“ State,andthe Honour of our Service,fuitable to the 
“ vrefent Circumftances of Affairs, and the Alle- 
. giance Loyalcy and Love due to yeur Rightful 
“ Prince.

Liege, Jan. 9. The Count de Sinzendorf- will 
fhorcly fer out from hence for Duffeldorp ; fer which 
veafon the Eftares that are affembled here ate order’d 
©0 bring their Deliberations to a Conclufion with all 
ipeed. Mean cime the Diet, conven’d by the Elector, 
at Dinant, wait for the breaking up of ours, that 
they may take their Meafures accordingly. "Tis 
difcours'd thar this Principaliry will give the Elector 
seooo Rixdollars, and as much to the Emperor and 
States General, to obtain a Neutrality. We were 
in hoves that the Baron de Mean, our great Dean, 
would be fer at liberty and return hither ; but we 
underftand that our Elector oppofes it. Several 
Walloons defert hither out of the Spanith Troops, 
and tak@Service in our Regiments of Walloons, and 


this morning came over 4 Lieutenants and Enfigns, 
all complaining that thofe Troops are very ill paid.

Cologne, Jan. 9. The Eftates of the Archbifhoprick 
of Cologne affembled here, have Refolv’d, thar if 
the Chapter will disburfe 150000 Rixdollars for 
the neceffary Expences of the State, it fhall be 
made good co them: Several Members of the Eftates 
Were deterr’d by the Elector’s Menaces from appear- 
ing in this Affembly. A certain Sum of Money, 
and a certain Quantity of Corn, is likewife granted 
to the Emperor, ufon his promifing to fpare the 
Country as much as is podible, from Quartering 
Troops of the Confederates. Mean while tis faid a 
Proportion of the Elector’s Revenues will be em- 
ploy’d towards thefe Charges, to lighten the Taxes 
that are to be laid on the People. As for the Le- 
vying of Forces, ‘tis deferr’d ult we fee what will 
become of Bonn and Rhinberg next Campaign. 
The Chapter have deputed fome of their Body, to 
gotothe Diet at Arensberg in Weftphalia. The 
Huffars have Plunder’d the little Spanith Town of 
Sleyden, and ‘tis faid fome Regiments of the Allies 
were expected in thofe Parts, to ravage the adja- 
cent Spanifh Tes:itories, and bridle the Garrifons of 
Luxemburg and Bonn. The Dutch Officers are 
very bufy in recruiting their Companies ; and the 
Officers of the Troops of Munfier tell us, that their 
Bithop will augment his Regiments with new Com- 
panies. We havea report that the French have feiz’d 
and puta Garrifon into the Caftle of Veino in the 
Eyfiel, belonging to the Baron de Beaux.

Cleves, Jan. 3. The Eftates of this Country, who 
have been affembled here for fome time, continue 
their Confultations on the Affairs that are before 
them, and particulaily, on the Propofition made ro 
them when they came firft together, of Granting a 
Subfidy of 168000 Crowns to the King of Pruifia 
our Soveraign, being the fame Sum that was giver 
laft Year; But this Dutchy having fuffer’d very 
much by the irruption of the French into it, in the 
beginning of the Jaft Campaign, the Eftates infift 
upon fome Moderation of that Demand, which ‘tis 
believ’d will not be denied them. They write from 
Berlin that his Pruffian Majefty makes great Prepa- 
rations againft the next Campaign, and ‘tis believ’d 
will take the Field in Perfon. 


Falmouth, Jan. 4. Yefterday arrived here a Dutch 
Caper of 22 Guns, call’d the Golden-Lion, who i 
her Cruize met with a French Privateer of 40 Guns 
and fought her for two hours ; the Weather proving 
very bad, the Dutch Caper got from her, and faw 
her take an Englith Ship, and a Dutch Weft-India 
Ship. At the fame time came in here the Defiance, 
of and from New England, Capt. Jofeph Bowly 
Commander, laden with Logwood ; and Capt. Tho- 
mas from the Bay of Campeachy, laden with Log- 
wood,
